on budget retreat 


Commission sets a first. 


for setting city financing 


BELLE GLADE-The City Com- 
mission will take the unpreceden- 
ted step this summer of preparing 
the municipal budget in a single 
three-day session-intead of the 
traditional series of evening meet- 
ings which stretch. over about 
three weeks. 

Despite considerable objections 
when the idea was first broached 
by City Manager Robert Sanders, 
the commissioners unanimously 
decided Monday night they want 
to go review the budget over a 
single weekend, tentatively set 
now for the evening of July 22, all 
day the 23rd and most of the day of 
the 24th. 

The only point at which the 
commissioner is finally balked 


when they brought the "budgét 


retreat" uhder discussion Monday 


was leaving town. Sanders suggest: 


ed the commissioners should go to 
Lake Placid or some other place to 
hold the meeting, explaining 
several weeks ago this would allow 
them to work undisturbed. 

Commissioner Aubrey Farmer 
emphatically said during the June 
27 commission meeting, however, 
he would not leave town to prepare 
the budget. 

Farmer repéated his stance 
Monday night and added he would 
rather not work on the weexena, 
preferring to work three nights 
during the week instead. He said 
he would meet on the weekend, 
however, if the other commission- 
ers couldn't make it during the 
week. 


Sanders said he has used the 
budget retreat idea in two other 
cities he has managed in the past 
and it has worked better than a 
series of night meetings. 

If the city manager and the 
commissioners are able to keep- on 
the schedule Sanders has outlined, 
they will be able to complete the 
budget review in approximately 
one third to one fourth the time 
normally spent in the past. 


According to Sanders' ageuda, 
the commission is expected to 
complete the job in only 15 hours of 
actual meeting time while past 
budget sessions have lasted five to 
six hours per night, for as many as 
three nights a week spread over 
three to four weeks. 
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Swimming pool to 
go back to Lions? 


BELLE GLADE--City officials will meet with 
members of the Belle Glade Lions Club next 
Thursday to discuss the Lions' proposed 
takeover of the Municipal Swimming Pool. 

The workshop session was scheduled after 
City Manager Robert Sanders read a letter 
to the city commission from Lions Secretary 
Thomas A. Zitter to Mayor W.R. “Ralph” 
Kirk. 

Zitter told Kirk, who is also a member of 
the Lions Club, thé club wishes to exercise 
an qption in the lease agreement which al- 
lows the club to re-purchase the lease for the 
land on which the pool was built. 

The city leased the land from the Lions in 
1957 for 99 years and while there is one 
option clause which would allow the city to. 
buy the land outright at the end of the lease 
period, it is superseded by another option 
which allows the club to buy back the lease. 

When Commissioner Tom Altman asked 
City Attorney John Baker, who is also a 
Lion, if the city has any way of avoiding the 
option, Baker said there wasn't. 

After perusing the lease agreement, a 
copy of which Sanders brought to the meet- 
ing, Baer said the only steps left, if the 
Lions intend to go through with the option 
agreement, is agreeing on the price. 

According to the option agreement, if 
there is a disagreement on the lease pur- 
chase price, the city and the Lions will each 
appoint an appraiser and those two apprais- 
ers will then appoint a third appraiser. 
Those three appraisers will then determine 
the fair rfiarket value for improvements the 
city has made to the property. 

This is the second'timethe Lions have told 
the city they want to exercise the option. The 


first was in June 1974 but the civic club 
backed off after the city commissioners at 
that time informed the club it would have to 
follow through legally, that the city wouldn't 
voluntarily give up the property. 

There is another provision in the lease 
agreement which would allow the Lions to 
reclaim the property if the city fails to keep 
up the buildings and pool in good order but 
the Lions haven't mentioned that this time. 

In 1974, then-president of the Lions, Bert 


Ward, said one of the reasons the Lions 
wanted the land back was because the pool 


had been in a state of disrepair, and closed 
by the Palm Beach County Health Depart- 
ment, for two years previously. 

The pool still hasn't been repaired, al- 
though the city has been moving on the 
problem in recent months: 

Sanders said Monday a recent study by 
Barker, Osha and Andérson, the city's con- 
sulting engineers, was called off after the 
engineers found some leaking valves. Those 
valves were repaired by the Richmond Com- 
pany and Sanders said he is now waiting for 
the engineers to get back to the pool. 

"Nothing is happening right now," the 
city manager said, ''but right now, no one 
seems to know where the problem is and 
how to repair it. It's a technical problem and 
all we're waiting for now is for Barker, Osha 
and Anderson to complete their study.'" 

The last word from the city commission on 
the subject, which has come up on an on- 
again-off-again basis for the past five years, 
was to find out how much it would cost to 
repair the pool. 

Estimates for pütting the pool back in 
operation have ranged from $30,000 to as 
high as $60,000 over the years and the com- 
mission has traditionally been opposed to 
spending that much to refurbish the facility. 

More recently, however, under the prod- 
ding of Commissioners William Grear and 
Tom Altman, with Commissioners Kenneth 
Harris and Aubrey Farmer tentatively 
agreeing, the commission has indicated it 
was willing to go ahead witli the repairs. 

Mayor Ralph Kirk has consistently gone 
‘on record opposing the repairs at any-cost, 
saying-he would rather see it turned into a 
rose garden. 

At the moment, the city has no' pool in 
operation, both the Municipal and Lake 
Shore Swimming Pools being closed by the 
county health department pending repairs. 

The commission acted Monday night, 
however, to spend the $12,000 bid by Rich- 
mond Company to replace the filters at the 
Lake Shore Pool. 

Until the ent fiscal year, the city was 
required tind the bond issue which 
financed the póol's construction, to set aside 
funds for repáir and upkeep of the pools in 
the franchise tax fund. That no longer: holds 
true, however.

In Fort Pierce, Florida, a jury has awarded 
an orthopedic surgeon $175,000 damages in 
his lawsuit accusing a former patient and his 
lawyer of suing him without grounds. 

The judge in case, Royce Lewis, calls the 
case totally unprecedented and the doctor's 
lawyer claims the verdict eventually will 
lower insurance rates by "reducing **friv- 
olous'' lawsuits. 

JUDGE LEWIS SAID the case "'plowed 
new ground'' for every lawyer and doctor in 
the United States. . 

If the verdict is upheld in the appeal, its 
impact could reach beyond the two profes- 
sions. For instancé, insurance companies.

Q: I understand that as of Sept.

GAINESVILLE-Glades sugar 
tower and producer problems 
were among those U.S. Secretary 
of Agriculture Bob Bergland heard 
about Thursday and Friday here at 
the Southeastern Coastal Agricul- 
tural Conference. 

Nelson Fairbanks, vice presi- 
dent manager of the Florida Sugar 
Cane League, told Bergland Presi- 
dent Jimmy Carter's price support 
program for sugar may be helping 
the large industrial users of sugar 
but has not and isn't expected to 
help the sugar producers. 

"As you know," Fairbanks told 
Bergland, "U.S. sugar producers 
have operated without any specific 
program since Jan. 1, 1975. In the 
absense of a program and govern- 
rnent leadership to develop one, we 
saw prices spiral in late 1974 and 
1975 to record levels and since that 
time we have experienced disas- 
trously low prices. 

"This occurrence was predict- 
ed," he pointed out, "and the 
boom-bust cycles will continue 
until there is an effective supply 
management program brought 
about by our government's actfon.” 

Fairbanks noted that following 
the recent failure to reach an 
accord on an International Sugar 
Agreement in Geneva, the price of 
raw sugar, which has been below 
the cost of production for the past 
two years, has dropped even 
lower. 

“The average domestic price for 
calendar year 1976,” he said “was 
13.31 cents per pound and this year 
the price has ranged from 9.75 to 
13.40. During the last half of June, 
the price averaged 10.13."

"The program as announced by 
the President," he said. "has not 
helped sugar growers who are still 
selling sugar from the 1976-77 


* erop. Market indications are for a 


further decline in sugar prices. At 
current market prices the auth- 
orized payment of two cents per 
pound would give producers only 
about 12 cents." 

Fairbanks told Bergland the 
“real beneficiaries” of the Presi- 
dent's payment program, which for 
the short term helps, assure the 
continuation of low prices to 
growers and raw sugar processors, 
are the large industriai users of 
sugar.

BELLE GLADE-When President 
Jimmy Carter chooses the next 
director of the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation, which covíd be at 
any time, a former Bélle Glade 
resident believes, despite the 
political "experts" she will have 
some influence on that decision. 

Mary Ellen Wall, the daughter 

of Ralph Kidder, was one of the 
nine members of a special commit- 
tee who recently recommended a 
list of five men to President Carter 
to replace Director Clarence Kel- 
ley, who is expected to retire in the 
near future. 
- Mrs. Wall said she has been told 
by the so-called experts the 
President will probably not pay 
much attention to the committee's 
recommendations, that the whole 
idea of the committee was 
“window-dressing”. 

“But I don't believe he would 
have gone to the trouble of 
appointing a group of laymen like 
that without at least intending to 
pay attention to the people they 
recommend,” she said. 

Mrs. Wall, who played the piano 
for the local Rotary Club for three 
years while attending Belle Glade 
High School, was home last week 
visiting her family and friends. 

She, her husband, Jin, and.their 
two sons were expected to leave 
Belle Glade to fly back to their 
home in Elmhurst, Ill., a suburb of 

» Chicago, on Friday. 

The ten days in May the 
committee met and interviewed 
the 50 nominees for the job, "was 

inly an experience, and she

. “I feel quite good about the work 
the FBI is doing and the people 
involved in it," she said.

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~ Your eyes determine desirability of food

y Lidinsky 


We eat with our eyes! Our eyes 
frequently determine what our 
stomach is going to get. Our eyes 
influence our taste buds. If it'does 
not look good, our eyes will 
convince us that the food will not 
taste or smell good either. So to 
begin with, the food on the table 
must look good. 

„Appearance cannot stand on its 
own. There is taste, smell, and 
texture of the food. Sweet, sour, 
bitter or salty are the four basic 
tastes. Certain foods are identified 

ith each of these tastes, (or a 

-combination). It all depends on 
what taste a particular food has 
and also the strength of the taste, 
whether we like or dislike the food. 
** And there is the smell. Remem- 
ber *he pleasant aroma of baking 

ad or of fresh brewed coffee? 

ese pleasant odors can trigger 

our taste buds. That is why, when 

we have a cold, we tend to lose our 

| appetite - because we have lost the 
| sense of smell. 

Everybody likes ice cream. It 
does not really look like much and 
there is very little to smell but ice 
cream is pleasing to eat because it 
is so smooth. So, texture is 


necessary tor a 1ood to be 
appetizing. 

here are other things that 
influence what we eat besides food 
appearance, taste, smell and tex- 
ture. 

That is our culture. Our heritage 
and tradition dictate certain food 
j references. As an example, many 

mericans prefer white bread and 
white sugar because these foods 
were status symbols. In the past, 
white bread cost more and only the 
affluent could afford the extra 
money. White bread actually did 
not taste better than dark bread 

but, beacuse it cost more, we 
convinced ourselves that white 
bread had a better taste. 

There are other cultural in- 
fluences: the South has fried 
chicken and New England has 
clams and oysters. 

Religion too plays an important 
role in food choices. Some religions 
have special holiday foods and, in 
others, certain foods are even 
prohibited. 

Food must do more than look, 
smell, taste and feel good. It must 
be good for our bodies! We need 
certain foods to stay healthy. We 
must concern ourselves with nutri- 
tion. Good nutrition means a 


balance of nutrients. Nutrients are 
proteins, fats, carbohydrates, min- 
erals, vitamins, and even water. At 
this point we have to get a little 
technical so that we can under- 
stand the term “nutrients”. 

Protein-necessary for tissue 
growth and repair; found in plants 
and animals, 

Carbohydrates-used by the 
body for energy by breaking into 
simple sugars; found mostly in 
plants. 

Fats-used for energy; found in 
plants and animals. 

Minerals-part of the structure 
of every cell; help maintain body 
fluid balance; found in plants and 
animals. 

Vitamins--essential for body fun- 
ctions in using protein, fats, and 
carbohydrates; found in plants and 
animals. 

Water-part of all cells and fluids 
in.the body; found in water, 
beverages, plant and animal foods. 

Energy-the capacity to do work; 
protein, fat and carboydrates 
provide energy; the vitamins and 
minerals help the body utilize the 
energy. 

Calories-measure of energy in 
food; the more calories in a food 
the more energy it provides. 


, All in all, the person most 
influential in dete: g what will 
be on the dinner table is the family 


food purchaser and the family 
cook. Food appearance, taste, 
smell, texture, tradition and, very 
important, the money budgeted for 
food, all influence what the cook 
buys, nrepares, and serves. 


Since the cook plays such an 
important role in the eating habits 
of the family, the cook must also 
assume the responsibility of the 
health of the family—health as it is 
affected by nutrition. 

Quite a responsibility and chal- 
lenge when you look atthe entire 
picture. The cook inusttneke sure 
the meals look appetizing; the food 
must smell and taste good, the 
texture must be just right, the 
food should be high in nutrition to 
keep the body healthy and all this 
must be done with a budgeted 
amount of money and time.
